Premier de 
Gaulle continues 
to attract fasci 
» nated concen'ra- 
tion. This mys- 
tic man, with the 
supreme  confi- 
cence in the cur- 
rectness of just 
judgment, has 
made a magnificent start toward 
curing the excesses of French de- 
mocracy. And since all Americans 
have in their chromosomes a 
fondness for France, though they 
have never seen the land, senti- 
ment goes with him. 

Old stories, growing out of the 
war years when this difficult, 
arrogant man, aloof and alone, 
set himself up as the symbol of 
the French nation, continue to 
emerge from the recollection of 
those who partitipated. 

Winston Churchill, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, and all who dealt with 
Gen. de Gaulle admired and re- 
spected him. But he believed 
that he, and only he, spoke for 
France. Many French generals 
and admirals did not agree. But 
De Gaulle was, insofar as he was 
concerned, France. And without 
question, he felt, as he was frank 
to say, he was the modern Joau 
of Arc. 

It is recounted that after the 
Casablanca conference, in which 
De Gaulle seized upon small 
things as major insults to France, 
President Roosevelt said to Win- 
ston Churchill: 


“Gen. de Gaulle really does 
think he is Joan of Arc, doezn’t | 
he?’ / ~ | 

“Yes,” Winston Churchill is said | | 
to have replied, ‘‘but the bishops | 
won't let us burn him.”’ 


Obstinate Ally 


The story likely is apocryphal 
. but there must have been 
times when this was the feeling. 
Since he believed that he was 
France, he was an obstinate and 
undependable ally. The British 
believed that a leak in the gen- 
eral’s headquariers in London 
gave the Germans warning of the 
sortie against Dieppe. Hence. "he 
Allied strike across the Channel 
was withheld from Gen. de Gaulle 
until it was begun. 

He has written the first vol- 
ume of his memoirs, has Gen. de 
Gaulle. They reveal him for a 
Democrat . . . determined that 
France shall be democratic with- 
out the excesses which contribut- 
ed to the debacle of 1940. 

The general's mystic conclu- 
sions were proper in that year. 
He fled to the British. The French 
officers who remained. regarded 
him as something of a traitor. It 
was not until the tide of war 
definitely began to turn against 
the Germans that De Gaulle and 
the Cross of Lorraine became 
rallying symbols in France. 

He was certainly correct when. 
in 1946, he warned the French as- 
sembly that its policies and its 
excesses would bring the nation 
to impotency and ruin. He said 
then, what he repeated in similar 
words in the crisis which led to 
his being brought reluctantly to 
the premiership, ‘‘I am neither of 
_ the left nor the right — I am 


French.” King Louis XIV said it 
in another way, “L’etat, c’est 
moi.” 


De Gaulle’s Feeling 


De Gaulle’s feeling is one of 
intense patriotism and love of 
country—not at all that of the des- 
perate Louis XIV. But French 
observers, as well as some others 
looking on, see this intense iden- 
tification of himself with France 
as a possible Achilles heel. 

For example, Gen. de Gaulle 
has said, ‘‘When I wish to krew 
what France is thinking, I ask 
the question of myself.” 

In 2945-46 Gen. de Gaulle show- 
ed an unawareness of the grcat 
changes at work in the world 
and of the rise of the political 
left. 

As Gen. de Gaulle approaches 
the real job ahead—the removal 
of the political cancer of Algeria, 
the Communists are at work in 
. their favorite manner. They can, 
and are, supplying the rebel Al- 
gerians with money and weapons. 

Equally difficult for Gen. de 
Gaulle are the extreme rightists 
in Algeria—the wealthy French 
who wish the rebellion put down 
at all costs . 

But the mystic, austere man, 
who asks himself questions for the 

answers to his problems, thas 
made a tremendous beginning. 
And all thoughiiul, freg. peoples 
are behind him.

Raoul Salan, exercising full pow- 
ers in Algeria under De Gaulle’s 
authority. The message contained 
both a warning to the committee 
and an implied reprimand to Sa- 
lan for having passed the com- 
mittee’s resolution on to the gov- 
ernment. 

Some civilian members of the 
extreme right wing of the Com- 
mitee of Public Safety remained 
difiant Wednesday in the face of 
a reprimand from Premier 
Charles De Gaulle.

“On both sides,” said Macmil- 
lan, “we were gratified and 
heartened by the extent to which 
our views and assessments Co- 
incided. That does not mean to 
say, of course, that in every case 
we could decide a policy. It is 
naturally easier to decide where 
you want to go than to find just 
the right way to get there.”

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De Gaulle Moves 
To Curb Military 


Premier De Gaulle has moved quick- 
ly and forthrightly to rebuke the insol- 
ent military leaders in Algeria who, 
not too surprisingly, have presumed to 
give him orders. 

He has directed Gen. Raul Salan, 
France’s supreme military commander, to 
keep out of politics. He also has de- 
scribed as “unfortunate” Gen. Salan’s 
acceptance of a statement from the Al- 
gerian rightists that France must ban 
all political parties and establish Com- 
mittees of Public Safety on the continent. 


At the time the army rebelled against 
the government, this newspaper editori- 
ally stated that despite the provocation 
caused by the impotent government in 
Paris, the army, by its rebellion, had 
opened a Pandora’s box and loosed forces 
which would not easily be recovered or 
controlled. 

That now is demonstrated as true. 

Behind it all seems to be Gen. Massu, 
commander of the paratroopers, who, ac- 
cording to all reports, dominates Gen. 
Salan. 

France will not accept a military 
dictatorship. Gen. De Gaulle remains 
the one best hope for restoring France. 
The army in Algeria seems to be backed 
by the most extreme right-wingers, 
whose stupid arrogance relies on the be- 
lief that force will settle all things. 


If De Gaulle is thwarted by the folly 
of the military mind, then indeed are 
France and the Western nations facing 
a grim and darkening future. 
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That Old Hound’s Tooth 
Is Getting Quite Worn 


That hound’s tooth which has haunted 
the Eisenhower administration from time 
to time has bobbed up again—this time 
in the person of Sherman Adams, the 
assistant president, no less. 


For some time there have been re- 
ports that connections between Mr. 
Adams and millionaire industrialist Ber- 
nard Goldfine were a little too close 
for comfort. In fact, the ,.reports were 
downright shocking, showing a pattern 
of government favoritism emanating 
from the White House—specifically, from 
Mr. Adams’ office. 


Among the charges has been that 
Mr. Goldfine received preferential treat- 
ment from the Securities and Exchange 
Commission and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission through the good offices of his 
high-placed friend. 

Now House investigations have turned 
up information which shows Mr. Gold- 
fine has paid hotel bills in the amount 
of almost $2,000 for Mr. Adams at the 
plush Sheraton-Plaza Hotel in Boston. 
Maybe it was just a loan but there’s 
a strong suspicion that it could have 
been payment for services rendered. 

At any rate, we probably will never 
know since Mr. Adams in all other in- 
stances has drawn the cloak of executive 
immunity around his affairs. But in the 
public’s memory is all 
joined in enthusiastically by Mr. Adams, 
about mink coats, five percenters and 
deep freezes. 

While we sincerely hope the Pres- 
ident’s defense of Mr. Adams proves 
justified and that he does have a “clean 
slate,” that hound’s tooth must be rather 
worn by now from frequent scrubbings. 
For the good of public morale, surely 
an extraction is in order.

Trade, Aid Measures 
Are Nearing Passage 


While the Eisenhower administration 
is probing ways and means with British 
Prime Minister Macmillan of strength- 
ening the free world’s economic front to 
meet growing Soviet competition, a re- 
luctant Congress now seems certain to 
approve an extension of the President's 
reciprocal trade authority. 


House approval of the measure re- 
quired the most extreme pressure from 
the entire Eisenhower administration. In 
fact, the campaign to secure congression- 
al approval had to be conducted on a 
nationwide basis. Even with that, a 
strong resurgence of protectionist senti- 
ment in Congress has surprised and 
shocked many of our free world allies. 


Equally strong pressure must come 
from the White House, too, if the ad- 
ministration’s foreign aid bill is to get 
congressional approval. As it stands now, 
a House appropriations subcommittee has 
reduced the President's requests by half 
a billion dollars. 

Admittedly foreign aid is not too 
popular. There is disappointment in the 
results obtained in some areas. But this 
criticism should be directed at the man- 
ner in which the program has been ad- 
ministered. Certainly this can stand im-

tinued unless we are to surrender this 
effective weapon to the Soviet Union 
which is busily extending trade and aid 
pacts in critical areas.

Atlanta — My reference is to an 
article taken from the Amarillo 
News-Globe, “Oh Why Is United 
States Most Reviled of Nations?”

Without 
these other countries we would 
never have come into being. 

I think it is time for us to re 
evaluate ourselves and see if we 
cannot improve our relations with 


the other countries of the world. 
Every person that leaves this 
country should be an ambassador 
of good will.

We have noted that a lot depends on whose ox is gored before 
state officials bestir themselves very much in bringing the offend- 
ing ox to justice. A notable example is the mild way in which the il- 
legal use of convicts in Bainbridge was handled as compared to those 


used illegally in Baxley. 

It seems that the convicts 
cleared privately owned subdivi- 
sions, built a fence on the gover- 
nor’s property and were assigned 
to any private project the city 


officials thought would help their 


friends. It was a member of the 
Board of Corrections himself who 
was credited with assigning them 
to the governor’s property. 

In Bainbridge the officials did 
one little thing that was neglected 
in Baxley. The Bainbridge offi- 
cials paid from $2 to $3.50 a day 
for the use of the convicts to work 
on private projects. That seem- 
ingly was all the director of the 
Board of Corrections needed to 
soft-pedal his report. 

The fact that officials were 
openly engaged in peonage, or 
human slavery, in using the con- 
victs on private developments 
seems not to have concerned the 
director very much. We agree 
with City Attorney J. H. High- 
smith in his statements to Jack 
Forrester, director of the Board 


of Corrections, that the hiring-out ~ 


of convicts for private gain is an 


Gilmer County and possibly in 
many other areas of the state, 
“It seems the only people doing 
any honest work were the con- 
victs.”’ 

It is indeed a sorry level to 
which we have fallen when our 
courts convict and send men to 
prison for violating the law, only 
to have them used as pawns of 
officials in violating more laws. 
No wonder so many of our prison- 
ers are never rehabilitated. If 
they ‘don’t learn new ways to 
break the law from. so-called 
hardened criminals it appears 
that all too many officials are 
ready to teach them the more 
“refined” ways to steal if you 
are an official.

that give a “‘plus’”’ to life and so 
makes life worth living. 

The first set of principles es- 
sential to worthwhile living shows 
a basic respect for people, Ques- 
tions such as these ought to be 
asked: Do my principles for life 
honor all men, irrespective of 
color, creed or heritage?

The House group is looking into | 


the Federal Communications Com- 
mission’s decision to transfer 
Channel 2 from Springfield to St. 
Louis, where it was awarded to 
Tenenbaum’s firm.

South elected to bid the slam 
in diamonds, which still per- 
mitted North to return to spades, 
but this North declined to do on 
the theory that South’s spades 
would provide discards for 
North’s losers in either clubs or 
hearts.

Travis took his pencil in hand and pointed to the top row. 
Perched atop the seats were St. Louis Cardinal scout Mercer Har- 
ris and Philadelphia Phillie talent searcher Shaky Kain. And more 
promise to be on hand for the game. 


“See ’em,” Travis resumed. “‘They’re just coming to the 
players now. And with big, big money.” 

Harris saw Travis sitting in the dugout shade. ‘‘Cece,”’ he hol- 
lered through the empty stadium, ‘‘come outta there.’ A moment 
later, Harris instead came scurrying down the steps.
